In Acid Case 


The vice president rushed from 
the 
San 
Francisco

to be at his father’s bedside. 
The elder Nixon, 77, the vice 
president’s 
father, 
was stricken 
about 7 a m. (EDT) with what the 
family doctor described as a “dis­ 
secting aneurysm of theaorta’’ in 
the abdomen. 


“ Mr. Nixon’s condition is critical 
and actually Is a splitting of the 
layers of the wall of an artery,” 
said the physician, who did not 
wish his name to be used. 
“The patient suffers excruciat­ 
ing pain as the blood is forced 
through the layers of the vessels 
and nothing can be done to relieve 
the damaged tissue.” he said, 
“These things frequently termin­ 
ate fatally,” the doctor said. “All 
we can do Is pray.” 
The elder Nixon, at his own per­ 
sonal request, was not hospital­ 
ized.
